Council Petitions Governor 
For Local Superior Court

A resolution requesting emergency action at the spe­ 
cial session of the California Superior Court for establish­ 
ing a superior court in Torrance was passed unanimously 
at an adjourned meeting of the Torrance city council last
Thursday. 

The resolution, addressed to
Governor Goodwill Knight, car­ 
ries alternative provisions so 
that the legislature could either 
create" a superior court in the 
city of Torrance or else amend 
the present law to make Tor­ 
rance eligible for such a court.

Under the present law, a city 
is eligible for a superior court 
if its city hall is more than 
eight miles from the city hall 
of the nearest city having a 
superior court.

In Torrance's case, this city 
is C o m p t o n. The proposed 
amendment to the present law 
states that the eight miles be 
"calculated by using the most 
practicable highway route from 
city hall to city hall."
